VVb have fruqiicntly Imd oticnsion to allude 
to the urgent necessity that exists for a 
supply of water comiuensmatc with thcii 
reipiiremonts being provided for the in- 
habitants of C'lomwelt; and now that the 
winter season lias drawn to a close, and 
we may expect u return of tho dry, -scorcli- 
ing weather u.sually prevalent during tlie 
S[»ring and suininer nmnllis, it is high time 
some eiiei'gotic niua.yuroji Avero Liken to 
prevont a reourienco of the liicoiivoiiiences 
and discomforts we liavo suli’ercd in the 
past, and which nro tho inevitable vesulls 
of a scanty water .sufqily. It would be 
quite suppifluoiis for us to dilate upon the 
advantages enjoyed by a community hirst 
with a never-failing and plentiful supply 



of pure water ; they are self-evident. We 
cannot understand the apathy which has 
tioen displayed in the matter by the resi- 
dents of this town. In all conscience they 
have had ample cause of complaint for 
many months — in fact, wo may say, for 
years. We may safely assert, without the 
slightest four of contradiction, that there is 
not another town in tho Province where 
such a scanty supply of water is meted out 
to the inhabitants. And it is not only as 
regards quantity that there is room for 
grumbling ; tho water has frequently been 
so tainted and full of impurities, by rci^son 
of the open coiuliiit which is its raeim?,;'uf 
passage into and through the town, Jeiat 
its use has been positively injurious to the 
public health. 

We think it must be evident to even 
the most superficial observer that so long 
as the supply is obtained from the {ireseut 
source, we need not look for any improve- 
ment either in the quantity or quality of 
the water. The experience of the past 
two years has sufficiently proved that tlie 
water from this source is at certain seasons 
so scarce — besides being uncertain — that 
we need hardly look for a snjiply sufficient 
to meet oiir requirements ; and as our 
p 0 [!ulation is steadily increasing, and the 
deinaiid for water consequently increa.siiig 
also, it behoves us to look to some other 
source that will supply what we require, 
and to adopt the best means of obtaining 
tliat supply. 

Tlie Public Works Committee of the 
Municipal Council have recommended the 
construction of a reservoir on the rising 
ground behind the residence of Mr CuX'- 
NEHAN ; the water to be brought from 
tiience to Mr Goodgbu’s house — a distance

means of four-inch cast iron piping, 'i'iiey 
have also recommended the absoime jiiir- 
cliase of a .shiice-bead of water, to bo de- 
livered at the site of tlie proposed reser- 
voir. The total cost of carrying out this 
scheme they estimate at £380. " How the 
water is to be convoyed from Mr GoonuKa’s 
along tho Upper Terrace they do not ven- 
ture to suggest. But supposing the Coiiii- 
ci! were to give efiect to the plan pro(ioaid 
by tbe Public Work.s Committee, wiiat 
benefit would the town derive in retain 
for the largo sum of money requirci! ti r 
j carrying out the work 1 None wliatever, 
so far as we can see. The water snp|i'y 
1 would still be curried along the terrace 
j parallel to llie main street in an ojaai 
r.ice, liable at alt tiin s to b-:- chuked up 
with dust and filth and every kind of im- 
purity. And then in (he event of a lire 
breaking ont even on the lowest level i f 
the town, of what avail would be a water 
supjily with such a small amount of pres- 
suro ! Without some kind of provision 
for arresting the progress of fire, any 
scheino of water supply for a town is aliso- 
lutely valueless : tins, we believe, will be 
readily admitted on all hands. Another 
serious ohatucle to the ancce.vs of tlie jilan 
proposed by the I’uhlic Works Committee 
is the uncertaitity of a con.stani suiiply of 
water from any of the races terminating 
near the west end of the town. It is wefl 
laiown that all of those races are liable to 
, break away at any time, and that a heavy 
I fall of rain may damage either of them to 
' such an extent that the flow of water may 
be wholly cut off for several weeks. A 
notable illuslration of tliis occurred only 
the other day, when a ince running parallel 
to tliiit wliich at present su])plies tlio town, 
biokc away, and caused an entire stoppage 
of the two races running .rt a lower level, 
—the consequence being a complete cessa- 
tion of tho flow of w.iter during a period 
of fourteen days or more. 

Our readers will probably remember 
that some time since we sugge.stcd the 
practicability of a scheme having for its 
object the procuring of a town water siijr- 
ply from a never-failing stream situated in 
a gully on the east bank of the Clnthu. 
To this source, then, we believe wc slinll 
have to look for a solution of tho difficulty 
Cromwell has exjicrieuced in the matter of 
which we are treating. We do not believe 
it is iin unilertiiking of sncli iimgnitude as 
some |)ersoiis think ; and we fed confident 
tliat the pirliminary employment of a well 
qualified civil engineer to fiiriiisli a report 
on the subject would demonstrate tho fact 
that the ]inijftct is quite feasible at a nio- 
dcrato outlay. A reservoir could lie con- 
structed with very little labour at an ele- 
vation of several hundred feet above tlio.^i 
liiglie.st part of the town, and yet within a* 
short distance of it, — thus .affording an 
amount of perpendicular pressure tliat 
would meet every requirement, and would 
be iuvaluiiblo in case of fire. The con. 
veyanco of the water across the river 
could bo managed by tbe simple expedient 
of Ktretidiing a coujdc of wiro cables from 
one bank to tlio olhor, and attaching to 
them iron piping of Huitable dimensions. 

To carry out this iwoposal effectively. 
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the formjitiou ot a Company under the 
Liinitei] Liability Act would, wq consider, 
be the fii’st step necessary. Shares could 
be held by every member of the community 
who is interested in the matter,— and who 
is not ^ — and thus all would have a direct 
interest iu the successful carrying out of 
the work, We believe there is not a single 
householder in the town who would not 
do his utmost to promote the success of the 
scheme, and cheerfully submit to a mode- 
rate tax, if by so doing he could be at all 
instrumental in procuring for tlie use of

In ernss- 
exaniin.iti<»ji, the witness could juit swear whether 
or nOj he had callcil out “ Rolioo !” Heard de- 
fendant say, “Who’s there?’’ and answered,

HARDINO V. FIELD. 

Thin was an action to recover the surn of £30 
for iujuriea alleged to have been caused to a 
horse hired by piaintilT to defendant on tho 2dbh 
of August last. Tho case had bean adjuiime<l 
fr:nn the pravious Court-day. Mr Wilson ap- 
peared fur the plaiiitilF, and Mr Broiigli for the 
defond-inC. The hearing of the case occupied 
tho Court for about four hours. A large number 
• of witnesses ivero exaraiiicj, and the evidence 
given was in some instances very contlicting. 

J. M‘Donald, a grouin in tho employ of Mr 
Harding, sworn, said ; I have known the horsa 
in fpicstioa for a'oont twelve months. A man 
who could use judgment might have ridden it 
(before being hlrcl by dufeudant) seventy miles 
a day without iiiirting it. 'J’ho horse was not 
lame when taken out of the st.ablo by defendant. 
Saiv the animal after it was returnevl by defen- 
dant ; it scojie I to have been over-ridden, an I 
aCturw.artls neglected, Tlie horse was worth £o!) 
to Mr Harding bef<»rc the 2Gth of August. Pre- 
vious to that time the horse was sound. 

Richard ilorrobano, sworn ; Was iu Mr Har- 
ding’s employ when tho horse w.as bought, and 
liave known tlic anini.a! over since. Previous to 
the ■2dth of August, the horse was f[uite sound, 
•».nd as good a Olio as there wa.s in Ihe district. 
Saw the liai’se the inorriiiig after it was brought 
back by Mr Field, find considered it was fmiii- 
dcred, Tho back tendons of the oil fore-leg svere 
^ calloua. 

I ( Irosg-examinod : A wrench would not produce 
j that elicct. White tlic horse was under my 
I care, 1 never huiud .any puitineaa or thickening 
I of the sinew of the olT fore-lcg, or of auy other 
leg. 

Alexander J.ick, late of the Criterion Hotel, 
Alaxaiulra, sworn : Recollect the night nf 2l)tli 
August ; about twelve o’clock the tlcfeiidant ar- 
rived on lii>rseb:ick at tixe door of bbc t.'ritcrunj. 

110 c.ime galloping down the street to the iiooi*. 
Tho livM’se v/.ig very warm when it arrived, aud 
was (load lame. Afade some remark to defen- 
dant about the state of tho horse. Took tho 
auiiurd round to my st.iblc. 

Cross cxH'.niucd : H'jfcndant told mo to take 
every care of the horse, and my groom paid great 
attoition to it. 

[Mr Bnmgli hero read a note from witness to 
Mrs Field in answer to some inquiries she had 
inado about the horse.] 

George Fache, proixrietor of the Dunninn 
Tinieiit sworn : Botweeu eight .and nine o'clock 
on the cv’cuiiig of the 2i5tli August, defendant 
eaxuo to my ollicG ami remalued there some time, 
leaving his hor-jO tied up to a bridle-post in 
front of the door. I noticed the horse fidgotty, 
and continually shifting from foot to fout. 
There was w.atcr running iu the ch.aunel, and 
tho borso could have dmiik if so iucliiicd. 

Cross-examined : Didn’t see tiie horso drink- 
ing. 1 said to defendant, “ Is that your ’css, 
Field?” and ho said it was. “Well, ho looks 
pf'iorly : you must b.avc ridden him hard.” De- 
fendant replied. “Oh, no.” 1 drew Mr Field’s 
p<arricular attention to the state of the horse. 

W, Grindley, butcher, rciiidijig at Clyde, 
j sworn, said : On the night of the 2’3tb, I s vw 
the horse tied to a post opposite Joss's door, 
where it remained an hour or two. It was 
flriukiug oiT and on, and trombUng all tkc ivhile. 
Saw the same hoi'sc aftcnv'ards— about ten o’clock 
I 9t.inding at .Tohnson’s. Any liorse ridden a 
coiiaiderahle distance quickly, and being allowed 
to drink inunc<liatcly afterwards, would be liable 
to founder. Tlio horse ought nob to have been 
ridden farther than Clyde ; and instead of be- 
ing allowcl to stand in running water, should 
have been at once xmt into a stable. 

Etlwavd Lindsay, f.m icr, sworn ; T attemlcd 
the horse about the 28tli. A t that time, it could 
scarcely walk, and £ belicvct.1 it ivaa foundered. 
A horse would be Ha’ole tn founder through be- 
ing heated, and being afterwards allowed to 
drink. Knew the horse in question beforo it 
received the injury complained of, ami considered 
it a good serviceable hack. 

Cro.is-cxauiincd : I Mind the horse about a 
week previous to the 2otli, .and believe it was 
tbgn sound. Wlicu I .saw tlio hor.so mi the 23tli, 

I was couvincc^l it had been foundered : the pe- 
culiar motion of the ho'ly and legs proved that 
iniist conclusively. I bled tlio animal in the toe, 
and put a acton on tlie chest. The horse ia iu)w 

111 a w.ay recovery. 

W. Snutliam, proprietor of tho Kawar-au 
Hotel : Mr Field arrived at my house <m hi.sway 
b.ack to Arruwtowa at about 3.20 on Monday 
lunrning. 

Tills closed the plaiiitilT’s cose ; and the Court 
adjouiQcd for half an hour. 

On returning. 

The pliiintifi, Mr Harding, w.aa called, and he* 
ing sworn, a.aid : Mr Jdndsay toUl mo hia charge 
for Htfcoudiiig tho horac would be £3 3s.

8.ii(l tliat on tho 2ijtli of August Mr Field 
had occasion totr.wel from Arrowtown to Alex- 
on lr.a,fln I hired a liorso at Arrowtown on tho 
lUiderstaiiding th.at it was tocarry him the wliolo 
ilittaucc to Alexandra and back. Ou arriv.il at i 



Cromwell, however, he had thought it better to 
hire another to go to Alexandra, so as to havo a 
fre.sh horse to carry him from here to A rrow* 
town. Accordingly, ho hired one from Mr Har- 
ding, which the latter roprosouted as “a good 
one.” Now, the law relatiag to contracts for 
hiring expressly stipulated that tho thing let 
should bo perfectly fib to do the work remiirccl 
by the party hiring. It would be proved that 
previous to the 20th of August, the horse hired 
to Mr Field was utterly nnsouml in the off fore 
leg. Therefore, if the horse was not then soiuid, 
it was not lit to do the journey for which bis 
client hired it : the animal was at tho lender’s 
risk, and not at the borrower’s. The defendant 
had proceeded only a very short distance after 
leaving Cromwell when ho found tho horse going 
“pToppy” on the off foreleg ; and ho dismounted 
and led the animal for a considerable distance, 
ultimately arriving at Clyde, where he mode one 
or two calls, and then weofc on towards Alexan- 
dra. The horxu still going Liine, the defendant 
again dismounted, and led it for several miles. 
It was about midnight when ho reached the Cri- 
tcriua Hotel, where he stabled the horse, and 
gave directions (as was proved by the ©vhlencc 
! of Mr Jack) that every care should be taken of 
I it. T’lie learned couusel commented at some 
j length upon portions of the evidence led for the 
I plamtilF, and stated, in conclusion, that so far 
from admitting auy claim for damages, his client 
cotisifLered himself aggrieved that the plaintiff 
should have lent him such .a horss. 

Richard Edw.ard Field : 1 hired a horso from 
Mr Harding for the journey to Alexandra and 
back. Plaintiff represented it to be a good one. 
Started a little after si.x p.m., and shortly after- 
wards noticed a jerkineas in the puce of the horse. 
After going six or sevon milea, the animal seemed 
to jerk its off fore leg. It was nearly niuo o’clock 
when 1 got to Mr Fache’s. I tied the horse up 
short to a bridlo-poat, so that if there had been 
water in the cbannel, the animal could not have 
reached it to drink. On coming out from Mr 
Faclic’s, noticed the horse resting the off fore 
leg. After leaving Clyde, the horse was still 
lame, and I led it for some distance. Didn’t 
gallop the animal any part of the way from Crom- 
well to Alexandra, nop hi going into Alexandra. 
Put the lior.se into the Critcriuii stables, told tho 
grooin it was accHstorned to being cloaked, and 
directed him to do likewise. Next morning I 
8 . 1 W the horse cloaked, and resting its off fore 
leg, but otherwise all right. Left Alcxanilr.a to 
return to Cromwell about ten p.m. ou Sunday, 
aud liefiirc mounting the horse I Icrl it for about 
live miles. First moniitod it on the south side 
of Mutton. Town Gully, and after riding a short 
'listance, I came off and led tho animal five or 
xi.x miles. On again laouiiting, I rode at a slow 
pace — a funeral pace, — .and reached Cromwell 
at about four in tho moniing. Finding no one 
about the stables, I put the horse into plaiutiff’s 
stable myself, and went to sleep at the Kawaraii 
Hotel, nefore .starting for Arrowtoivn, I saw 
Mr Harding, who soitl the horse is'as injured, 
and dccline«l to receive the animal except under 
protc^st. I replied that he could do ;is he pleased. 
I pai'-l Mr Harding for the use of the animal. 
The horse at the pre.sont time is only alfectcJ 
with pulfiug of the tendons of the off fore leg. 

Cro.ss-cxainiiicd by Mr Wilson : P.ayiug for 
the horse was a thoughtless act on my part. 
[Tlie Further cross-oxainiiiatioii of the defcnd.ant 
was of Ro personal a ch,iracter that we prefer not 
rcpnrtiiig it.] 

Edward Ifcnrv Stevenson : I am a Member of 
the Edinburgh Veterinary College, and have for 
some time practised os a veterinary surgeon in 
the Arrow district. 1 have examined the horse 
now outside the Court, and Uud it snibiring from 
Dulargemonb of the teudems of the olF fore leg, 
producing l.aineucss. I will stake my proFes- 
sumal icputation on the fact that tho horse has 
not snitcred from fonmleidug, or laniinitis, 
within the last three nvmtlis. Foundering is 
•simply indamm.ation of the lungs. The horse 
has been strained in the back sinews, and I be- 
lieve has hail the complaint for some considerable 
time : it is ni>b a recent injury. When a Imrsc 
is foundered, lie trcrids on hia beels, and ]>oints 
bis too5 upwards. Nothing is more painful to a 
horse than a stv.aiucd tendon, which would ho 
very likely ti> cause ]ier3jiir.atiou. It is utterly 
impossible that this horse could have bnindcrcd ; 
ja foundered horse never get.^ wclL Foundering 
implies a separation oF the homy and sensitive 
lainmiv, I do not believe the horse oatsidc the 
: Court could ever be made wiind. 

(loorgc Comyn, constable, stationed .at Crom- 
• well ; X was formerly the owner of the horse 
,cdlcd “ Henry,” now outside the Court. 1 sold 
jhiiu to Harding. I am not aware wlieLlicr or 
uct the animal was ever hlistored. I sold him to 
Mr Hardingfor.£l8, which I considered a fair price. 

The evi'leoc'j of four witnesses— .folin Macar- 
thiir, Charles M‘l’heraou, Francis Foote, and 
[•[enry Wilkinson, who had been examined bo- 
.fore the Arrowtown Court — was here read by the 
Clerk. 

Mr Wilson reviewed the evidence adduced for 
the defence, and pointed out that the proper and 
.legal course for tlic defend.mt to have adopted 
' when lie found tho Jiorsc going lame woukl have 
j been to stable it at Clyde, hire a fresh horse, 
land let Mr Harding bear the expense. Kut in- 
^ abend of doing this, tho defendant tied tho horse 
I to a post for sonic hours, with its feet ia a stream 
’ nf water, ,aml then rode it on to Alexandra, and 
alblioiigh be Iiad reached Clyde at six o’clock, it 
was twelve before ho arrived at Alexandra, — a 
distance of only seven miles. Was tliab pro]>cr 
trcatinciib for a lame lior^c ? Uiuhir the circimi- 
staucos, ho (Mr Wilson) would ask the Rcncli tu 
award the full amount of daniago.s claimed. 

The pre.iiding M.agi.^trate (i\ir Pyke) said it 
was proved by the cvidoncc that the horse in 
questi'm had been regulaidy hired, and was 
therefore suppojcil to be lib for the work Lb was 
required to do, wlicn let ti> the dcfun'.lanb. 
Shortly after starting from Oroinwcll, the defen- 
dant found tho horse going lame ; but insteail of 
putting it npatthc first convenient livery stable, 
it appeared ho had tied it outside dilferout places 
in Clyde, and then proceeded to Alex.aiidra. 
Judgment for plaintiff,— damages, £20, with 20.1 
costs of (Jomt, £d 4s cxpoiuscs of witiiossoa, arul 
£1 Is professional costs ; total, £2i.> I2s.
